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Hutton received honorable 
mention in the dispatohes. 
Also Lieutenant John J. Beard. 

It was a more far-reaching 
victory than the Richmond 
government was willing to admit 
For it was the last 9tand in a 
way that the Confederate 
States made in West Virginia. 
The retreat took them well 
lown to Dublin, and no rebel 
army was assembled in West 
Virginia after that time. That 
was the turning point of the 
war to far as the mountains 
were concerned. When the 
Federal army retu-ned to Bev¬ 
erly they went over the Seneca 
Trail and as they approached 
the top of Elk Mountain be¬ 
yond Ed ray they were fired on 
from the woods by a troop of 
about sixty Confederate sold 
iers. Bushwackers they called 
them. The army was halted 
and a company climbed up the 
mountain on the right of the 
road, and another company 
climbed up to the pass on the 
left and by the time ih y all 
got to the top, the Con'ederate 
company was going down the 
hill on the oth?r side. But they 
ought not to ca’I them bush¬ 
wackers The most of the bat¬ 
tle of Droop Mountain was 
fought in the brush so ihick 
that all of the movements *of 
troops engaged were obscured 
from view, find the issue of the 
battle hung on a hair.

Moet of ua have grown up 
with tbe idea that the Confed 
orate neglected to guard their 
left flank and that they were 
eurprited and out flanked and 
that waa the reason that the 
battle was loat. But a study of

It aeema that no less 
than four detachments wet# 
sent against this attack from
